Britain and that Is now necessary in 
this country. 
Ho said that 
Great 
Britain alone, not counting the col­ 
onies, had contributed 5,500,000 men 
to the wrar and besides financing her 
end of the war, had loaned $ 6,000, 
000,000 to the allies. He said that In 
England the people are doing with 
out butter, can buy no candy, 
and 
have but a pound and a quarter of 
meat per person per week. 
He ex­ 
plained the great 
and noble work 
and sacrifice being made by the 
old 
men and girls In England, who are 
ding the work ofthe nation, in addi­ 
tion to manufacturing the munitions 
and supplies necessary for the men 
a t the front. 
, W ithout the British army the war 
could not have lasted a week. Major 
Ferguson said, and without the Brit­ 
ish navy and the allied navies now. 
the war would end in a week, 
and 
he admonished his 
hearers to 
be 
truly thankful for the great work of 
the navies, which made It possible 
to get the fighting men to France,

Extensive Use Recommended by 
Department of Agriculture 


Further evidence that fish deserves 
a place in every diet was obtained 
from n recent series of digestion experi­ 
ments in the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture. These tests fur­ 
nished scientific proof that fish, which 
has always been reckoned as a 
v a l­ 
uable food, is very completely util­ 
ized in the body. 


1 fn the experiments Boston mackerel, 
butt» rf:sh, salmon and grnyfish—a va­ 
riety not generally used in this coun­ 
try —were made into “fish loaves” and 
served as a basis of a simple mixed 
diet to young men of healthy appe­ 
tites. 
Both the protein and the fat of the 
fish were well utilized. Following are 
the percentages of protein digested: 
Boston mackerel, 0S.1 per cent; but- 
terfish, 01.9 per cent; gray fish, 92.8! 
per cent; and salmon, 93.2 per cent. 
The percentages of fat digested were ' 
found to be: 
Boston mackerel, 
95 .2 
per cent; butterlisli, 80.4 per cent; 
prnyflsh, 94.3 per cent; salmon, 93.7; 
per cent. 
In addition to the fish loaf, the diet 
Included potatoes, crackers, fruit, su-, 
gar, and ten or coffee. On the over­ 
age the subjects each day ate 440 
grains of Boston mackerel, 471 grams 
of butterfish, 440 grams of grnyfish, or 
855 grams of salmon, indicating that 
In every case tlie fish was eaten with 
relish. 
‘ The department recently has con­ 
cluded an investigation of the com­ 
mercial freezing and storing of fish, 
and a bulletin on that subject says 
that this method of preserving fish will , 
hold them for many months in the con-' 
dition in which they were received, hut I 
will not counteract deterioration due | 
to previous heating or mishandling, j 
Chemical analysis shows no significant 
changes in frozen fish held for 27 I 
m onths—much longer than would be : 
necessary or profitable in storing fish 
1 
commercially.
